executed on Sept. 8, was dated back. 


Robin Expected Deposits. 

Robin loan to the Carnegie Trust 
made immediately following a con- 
ference held by Robin, William J. Cum- 
mins, Joseph B, Reichmann, and City 
Chamberlain Hyde in Mr. Hyde's law of- 
fice. Robin has sworn that certain prom- 
ises which were made at this conference 
concerning city deposits with the Northern 
Bank influenced him to lend the $130,000 
to the Carnegie Trust Company, and Rob- 
in’s statement to tnat effect has been cor- 
roborated by others.

According tc the story told yesterday by 
an emmpleve of the Carnegie, this State 
Bankinzs employe not only suggested 
withcrawing the original entry, but dic- 
tated the entry which was cventually sub- 
stitute. 

When this statement was submitted yes- 
terday to an official of the State Banking 
Department he said that the time had not 
yet come for him to talk, but that doubt- 
less the Grand Jury would hear their side 
of the case. 


Reichmann Nervous -in Court.

IT KILLS OPTION TRADING 





No Loophole in It Permitting Cotton 
Exchanges to Do Business Un- 


der Present Rules. 





In anticipation of the 
the Scott bill, which makeg trading in 
cotton options unlawful, at the extra 
session of Congress, Cotton Exchange 
members have arranged a dinner, to be 
given at the Waldorf on Thursday night, 
at which they expect to have as their 
guests the Congressmen from New York 
State and ex-Senator Depew. The Scott 
bill, which died in committee at the last 
session of Congress, Is a rock-bottomed 
“law with teeth,’’ which would not only 
prohibit speculation in cotton as it now 
obtains on the Exchanges of the coun- 
try, but would punish the telephone and 
telegraph companies, the newspapers, and 
the market sheets for circulating quota- 
tions on cotton options or any informa- 
tion ‘‘tending to induce or promote the 
making of such contracts.”’ Heavy fines 
and imprisonment are provided for either 
the making of option contracts or the 
transmission of intelligence relating to 
them. 

President Marsh of the Cotton Exchange 
is the prime mover in the dinner. He ap- 
pointed a committee some time ago, of 
which N. L, Carpenter of the Stock and 
Cotton Exchange house of Carpenter, 
| Baggot & Co., is Chairman, to arrange 
|for it, when it was hoped the lawmakers 
| would meet the cotton traders, discuss 
ithe Scott bill, and at the same time learn 
the Cotton Exchange's side of the con- 
troversy which has waged for years be- 
tween the cotton growers, the speculators, 
and the spinners. 

A few days ago, although many of the 
members of the Exchange have held aloof 
from the movement, it was stated that 
enough had accepted to make the dinner 
a success. How many Congressmen had 
signified their willingness to meet the 
men who are attacked by the Scott bill 
could not be learned last night.

| have been periodic since the Department ' 
of Commerce and Labor investigated the 
Cotton Exchanges of the country several 
years ago. At that time cotton was sell- | 
ing at a low price, and the Southern cot- 
ton planters blamed the low price level 
on speculative manipulation of the option 
markets. The investigation condemned , 
the system in use on the New York Cot- ! 
ton Exchange, and a considerable party 
of brokers, more especially the repre- 
sentatives of the ‘‘spot’’ interests, the, 
dealers in actual cotton, favored the 
adoption of some of the changes sug- 
gested. 
At a general meeting of the Exchange, | 
at that time, the reformers were badly | 
beaten, and only unimportant changes | 
were made. 
The Scott bill prohibits dealing in con- | 
tracts for the future delivery of cotton! 
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unless the maker is either the owner of 
the actual amount of cotton involved and 
has the intention of delivering it, or has 
the cotton in course of growth or holds 
{a contract for the sale and future delivery 
from actual owner or grower. The buyer 
must stipulate that he has the intention 
to receive and pay for such cotton. The 
maker of the contract for future delivery, 
if it is on the authority of a contract of 
sale made by the actual owner or grower, 
must furnish names, time and‘ place, and 
price. 

Affidavits that all these requirements of 
the law have been complied with must be 
filed with any company transmitting mes- 
sages relating to it under penalty of 
heavy fines and imprisonment. The cot 
ton dealer is, however, given an opportu: 
nity to avoid this burdensome detail of 
the affidavit in connection with every 
sale. He may file a blanket affidavit, 
which will cover his business for six 
months ahead, swearing that none of his 
messages in that period will relate to the 
proscribed option contracts. : 

The proposed Scott law, which contains 
eight sections, leaves no loophole which 
cotton brokers have been able to discover, 
which would allow a continuance of the 
present system of option trading. 

It practically makes it impossible for a 
broker to sel! cotton which he has not in 
liis possession, unless he has a bill of sale 
for it from the actual owner or grower. 
Furthermore, the law considers it pre- 
sumptive evidence that there was no in- 
tention to deliver cotton when the con- 
tract was made, if it is not actually de- 
livered at the time of the contract’s ex- 
piration.

identity of Few of the 19 Bodies Left 
Will Be Learned. 


Ten more of the 148 fire victims were 
identified at the Morgue yesterday and 
the bodies taken away in hearrees or cov- 
ered wagons. This makes a total of 124 
fadentified, leaving only nineteen unidenti- 
fied. 

Wivh one exception, the remaining 
bodies’ are hopelessly charred, and on 
them rntither clothirg nor personal effects 
were found which would afd in identifi- 
cation. 

At noon the lIine of those seeking en- 
trance to the Morgue had dwindled, and 
Capt. Cray of the Hast Thirty-fifth Street 
Police Station, who was in charge of the 
police lines, received orders to dismiss 
half of his sixty patrolmen and mounted 
men. They had hardly passed out of 
sight when a thousand factory girls, 
dressed mainly in black, made their ap- 
pearance at First Avenue and Twenty- 
sixth Street and asked for permission to 
go to the Morgue in a body. They had 
understood, they said, that there was to 
be a public funeral of the unidentified 
early in the afternoon, and they had 
come to pay their respects to their dead 
co-workers. The reserves were hastily 
recalled and the crowd dispersed. 

Many mournérs stopped at the benighted 
box, No. 74. In it lay the Italian woman 
whose body is well preserved, but has not 
been identified. The clue that she might 
be the woman who daily came to Ran- 
dall’s Island to see an infant son in one 
of the institutions was carried to its end, 
but no one would positively say that this 
was the woman. Commissioner ruin- 
mond ordered her photograph taken last 
night in the hope that if printed in one 
of the Italian papers of the city, some 
friend might recognize it. The assump- 
tion is that this woman had just recently 
moved to the city and that she had lived 
in some boarding house where she had no 


friends. 

David Witzling of 231 Kast Thirteenth 
Street viewed the bodies, with the hope 
of findinz his niece, Jennie Steigtitz. 
She had been to see a dentist on the day 
before the fire, so Morgue Supt. Arm- 
strong advised that the dentist be brought 
to the Morgue. He was Dr. George 
Glassberg of 182 St. Mark’s Place. He 
searched among the bodies until he found 
teeth fillings which he recognized as 
work that he had done for the girl, and 
the body was claimed on this proof. An- 
other woman identified by a similar 
process was Vincenza Pinello, 80, of 186 
Chrystie Street. Still another—Dora Dook- 
man, 19, of 524 East Fleventh Street—was 
identified by two false teeth in the upper 
jaw. 

Many mourners carried clippings from 
yesterday’s Times giving a descriptive 
ist of all bodies, the number of the box, 
and a list of all jewelry and personal ef- 
fects found on the bodies. The police 
allowed all such to enter, and several 
identificationg resulted. Yetta Pildescu 
of 515 Bast Eleventh Street begged to 
look at box No. 108 for her sister Jennie, 
Ehe could not identify the body, but was 
sent to the Coroners’ office to see whether 
the two fed which Box No. 108 called 





for belonged to Jennie, The rin were 
there, and she showed two just Iike them 
on her own fingers, the gifts of a mother 
to her two daughters. 

Esther Gorfeld, 22, was identified in 
Box No. 107 by a ring containing a red 
stone and by a watch with a diamond 
erescent on the back of the case. A man 
who said he was the sweetheart of the gir] 
identified these things. Then he was 
overcome with grief, and the authorities 
could not get his name. The body will not 
be given up until a personal claim is 
made at the. Morgue to-morrow. 

Benny Castello of 155 Cherry Street, ac- 
companied by his mother, came late in the 
day to seek his sister Josie. They lin- 
gered long-at the side of one coffin in 
which a wonitary shoes mf alongside a 
charred body. hey thought they recog- 
nized the shoe, but they were not certain 
because much Of it was missing. Then 
Benny went to a shoe store on Houston 
Street where Josie bought her shoes. The 
shopkeeper, fortunately, remembered the 
girl customer well and knew just what 
kind of shoes she had last purchased. 
Armed with such a pair of shoes Benny 
reappeared at the Morgue. The charred 
shos belonged to Josie, the authorities 
agreed, and when the mother heard the 
truth she fainted. 

The list of missing, as given below, 
slightly exceeds the number of unidentt- 
fied. Two or three more, it is believed, 
will be identified with the aid of the 
ersonal effects in possession of Coroner 

oltzhauser. All the unidentified, in ac- 
cordance with the arrangement made by 
the Ladies’ Shirt Waist Union with Com- 
missioner of Charities Drummond, wil be 
buried in a private cemetery. The num- 
bers on the graves will correspond with 
the numbers on the packages of personal 
effects held by the Coroner, so that should 
anyone at any time gts eg the be- 
longings of a victim, the body can be dis- 
interred.

Unions Plan a Big Demonstration—

More than 1,000 answers have been re- 
ceived at the headquarters of the

The committee adopted the plan as the 


first stop toward bringing about reforms

Freeda Velakowski, 20 years old, an 
operator of 639 East Twelfth Street, suc- 
cumbed to her injuries last night at New 
York Hospital. She had suffered fractures 
of her right knee and leg through jump- 
ing from a window, and her death was 
due largely to shock. 

The Committee of Civic Workers decid- 
ed that the best ‘way to get exa in- 
formation as to factory conditions was 
from the workera themselves if they were 
assured they would not suffer from what 
they disclosed. Mrs. Stephen 8. Wise, 
who heads the committee, said yesterday

Tell of Fire Traps Here, 


Several citizens wrote to THE Timms yes- 
terday, tellirg of fire traps they knew of 
about town. One man living near 150 
Spring Street wrote that rows of tene- 


ments on Spring Street, which had stood 
for seventy-five years, were being con- 
verted into factories,-with the consent of 
the Building. Department. . | 

A member of a district school board 
wrote that in one school in his district 
some of the stairways were narrow and 
had three turns between each floor. The 
local board, he declared, had protested 
against the condition to the Board of 
Education many times and to lire Com- 
misgconer Waldo, the latter having re- 
plied, after an investigation, that the 
Stairs were dangerous, as alleged. All 
the Fire Commissioner could do, however, 
was to recommend to the Bureau of Build- 
ings that it take some action in the case, 
replacing the wooden stairways with fire- 
proof construction. This recommendation, 
made last June, is still-umcomplied with, 
and nothing has been done to lessen the 
recogrized fire risks. 

A charge that doors in many factories 
are kept locked during working hours was 
made by a traveling salesman in a letter 
to THe TIMES inclosing $2 for the relief 
fund. He asked that his name be with- 
held. He wrote: 

“IT am a salesman and have sold waists, 
skirts, coats, &o., for different manufact- 
urers in this city, and I assure you with- 
out bias that nine-tenths of the manufact- 
urers lock the doors of the factories dur- 
ing working hours in order to protect 
themselves from theft and to keep the em- 
ployes who are not on piecework from 
running outside.”’

300,000 IN FUNERAL MARCH. 


Union Members to Follow Bodies of 
the Unidentified Dead. 


The Ladies’ Waistmakers and Dress- 
makers’ Union, No. 28, to which many of 
the fire victims belonged, and the Wo- 
man’s Trades Unions League, arranged 
yesterday for a great eilent frocession of 
from 200,000 to 800,000 members of labor 
organizations to follow the bodies of the 
unidentifed dead from the Morgue to Mt.

dentified dead. In that case, however, 
Mr. Adelman insisted, there would be no 
demonstration. 

‘Such a procession smacks of vainglory 
or advertisement,” he said, ‘* and we feel 
that at a time of such general and (ter- 
rible calamity and bereavement there is 
no place for those emotions, even if the 
advertising is of labor itself. I have 
found a strong sentiment of opposition to 
the plan everywhere on the east side, 
and have urged the Kehilla or Jewish 
Community to use its influence, if it sees 
fit, against the procession, as both un- 
Jewish and un-American. 

‘Thursday is incidentally the first day 
of the Jewish month of Nissan, and it is 
a Jewish tradition to. devote the month to 
celebration of the deliverance from Egypt.

tioned by Assistant District Attorneys 
Rubin and Bostwick, Other witnesses 
were employes and persons living in the 
neighborhood of the fire. 

About 150 witnesses have been sum- 
moned to appear at the District Attor- 
ney’s office to-day. They are girls and 
men who were in the employ of the Tri- 
angle Waist Company. 

ohn D. More, the consulting engineer, 
who has been retained by District Attor- 
new Whitman to inspect the building, was 
closeted with Mr. Bostwick for more than 
two hours yesterday, and together they 
went over the plans of the building. Mr. 
More, it was learned, was the foreman 
of the Grand Jury which refused to indict 
the striking cloakmakers last year. 

Later in the day the journals of the De- 
partment of Buildings were turned over to 
Mr, Bostwick. t is said that these books 
will show that several inspections were 
made of the Asch building, and that as a 
result of one of these, certain alterations 
were sugre2sted. Just what these altera- 
none. were could not be learned last 
night. 

District Attorney Whitman has also 
asked for all the reports on the building 
in the possession of the Department of 
Labor, and it is expected that they will 
be turned over to him to-day. 

When the additional Grand Jury ap- 
peared before Judge O'Sullivan, n Gen- 
eral Sessions yesterday, he thanked them 
for offering their services in the fire in- 
quiry, but informed them that the serv- 
ices of a Grand Jury would not be re- 
quired until] next week, He said the 
matter would be turned over to the April 
Grand Jury. 


ALDERMEN TAKE ACTION. 


Calls for Report on Plan to Make 
Factory Fire Drills Compulsory. 


The Aldermen took up the Washington 
Place fire at their weekly meeting yes- 
terday and passed several resolutions 
bearing upon it. The most tmportant 
action taken by the board was the pass- 
age of a resolution introduced by Alder- 
man A. S. Drescher of Brownsville, call- 
‘ing upon the Law Committee to investi- 
| gate the advisability of establishing am 
ordinance to make fire drills compulsory 
in factories like that of the Triangle 
Waist Company. It read: 


Whereas, The entire city has been horri- 
fied and ghocked by the recent disaster, 
which cost the lives of nearly 150 persons, 
most of them young women, which it Is 
generally believed could have been pre- 
vented had adequate provision for the 
safety of the employes in this factory been 
in force at the time of the fire, and 

Whereas, It is the earnest desire of every 
citizen of the city that every measure pos- 
sible be taken for the prevention of the 
recurrence of such a disaster, and 

Whereas, It has been demonstrated in 
this and cther cities of the country that 
adequate fire drills or the instruction of the 
employes of such factories in the manner in 
which to leave the building itn case of fire 
have been eminently successful, and 

Wheress, The recommendation made to 
the proprietors of the Triangle Waist Com- 
pany that they install such a fire drill 
among thetr employee some monthg ago 
was ignored, 

Be is resolved, That the Committee on 

Laws and Legislation of this board be in- 
structed to consider the advisability of the 
creation of an ordinance to make fire drills 
in such factories in the city compulsory. 
' Two resolutions introduced a Alder- 
'man Levine were also passed, he first 
|called upon the Charities Commissioner 
to set aside a plot for the burial of the 
unidentified dead and the second oom- 
nended the Mayor for his action in 
creating the Lelief Committee The 
board adjourned on thia resolution.

ASKS A STATE INQUIRY. 


Bill for Commission in Assembly—Fao 
tory Law Violation In Asch Bullding. 


ALBANY, March 28.—A Dill providing 
for a commission of nine members to in- 


quire into the cause of the Asch building 
fire in New. York, fix responsibility for 
the loss of life; and recommend legisia- 
tion for the safety of lives in factories 
and large buildings in New York was in- 
troduced to-day by Assemblyman Cuvil- 
lier, .Three of the commissioners are to 
be appointed the Governor, three by 
the President of the Senate, and Thess 
by the Speaker of the Assembly.

FORGOT FIRE HOSE 
IN FACTORY PANIC 


Battalion Chief Worth Says Its 





Use by Employes Would Have 
Saved Many Lives. 











THE NETS PROVED USELESS 





Of No Avall When Persons Jump from 
Fire More Than Six Stories Up— 
Fire Marshail’s Inquiry Still On. 





The story that the first general officer 
of the Fire Department to arrive at the 
Asch Building during Saturday’s catas- 
trophe had to tell the Fire Marshal yes- 
terday was so complete as to details from 
which the general public had go far been 
Spareqd that several women auditors re- 
tired, A girl stenographer, who was try- 
ing to take the fireman’s testimony, was 
unstrung by it and abandoned her note- 
book to @ man olerk. 

The recital made by Battalion Chief 
Worth, in whose district the fire occurred, 
opened the second day’s testimony before 
Fire Marshal Beers in his effort to deter- 
mine the exact cause of the disaster. The 
testimony brought out during the day 
failed to convince Mr. Beers, and another

‘“The heat in the room where the girls 
tried to reach the stairways leading to 
the roof, and the fire escape, and the 
elevators became suddenly so intense that 
they dropped where they stood as flowers 
might wither under the same influence. 

““I do not take seriously reports that 
the doors were locked leading to the 
stairways. a have testifed that they 
passed out of the doors and up to the 
roof, and the fact that workers from the 
eighth and ninth floors escaped by way 
of the roof is evidence enough that the 
doors were not locked.”’ 

A serious charge was made in this con- 
nection by the Fire Marshal against a 
newspaper photographer whose picture, 
showing a closed iron gate against a stair- 
case, has been widely published. 

“That picture is a plain fraud, and 
under the circumstances of the state of 
public feeling, a cruel fraud,” the Fire 
Marshal said. ‘‘I should like to see the 
person who took it indicted. What was 
done was that a door used for the freight 
elevators on the tenth floor was carted 
to the ninth floor, stood up against a 
doorway, and then photographed.”’ 

Mire Marshal Beers, in calling Battalion 
Chief Worth to the stand, said his pur- 
pose was to bring out incidents of the fire 
during the first few minutes the depart- 
ment was in touch with it, and to ijearn 
what the firemen found who first pene- 
atk > ~~ upper stories.

‘I responded to the alarm sent fn from 
Washington Place and Greene Streset,’’ 
he said, when askeq to recount his ex- 
periences during the first half hour of the 
fire. ‘“‘As I turned the corner at Furth 
and Greon, at 4:45 o’clock, I saw that the 
fire was aiready in possession of the 
eighth floor. ‘I came up the south side 
and approached the fire from the Park 
direction. Flames were then coming our 
of the’ windows. 

‘*Nobody showed at the windows of 
that floor. From the ninth floor the peo- 
ple were jumping. Engine Company 83 
and High Pressure No. 72 had preceded 
me and were getting into action when [ 
arrived. The men from the engine com- 
pany were attaching hose to the stand- 
pipes, and the men from the high pres- 
sure were assisting them. Lines of hose 
were taken upstairs, and as fast as they 
could be, were sent through to the roof.”’

RAPI| BRIBED WITH $200 





Court Adjourns with Jeers from Pris- 
oners—Hitherto Unpublished Leaves 
from the “Confession.” 





VITERBO, March 28.—The Camorra in- 
former, Gennaro Abbatemaggio, was on 
the witness stand to-day for five hours 
giving testimony against his former asso- 
clates who are on trial for the murder of 
Gennaro Cuocolo and his wife. 

Finally he became so greatly fatigued 
that he asked for an adjournment of the 
case so that he might rest. He was round- 
ly denounced by the furious prisoners in 
the cage. 

Abbatemaggio described at great length 
his own criminal life, and finally recount- 
ed in detail the circumstances leading to 
the murder of the Cuocolos. He said that 
Nicola Morra had proposed the murder, 
and that Giovanni Rapi had insisted upon 
not only the murder of Cuocolo but also 
of Cuoccolo’s wife, and had put 1,000 francs 
($200) at the disposal of the assassins, to 
be certain that there would be no failure. 

He insisted further that two men be 
sent to kill the woman, one for the pur- 
pose of smothering her cries, as the house 
in which she resided, 4 Via Nardones, was 
directly opposite the police station of San 
Ferdinando. 

Giovanni Rapi, or ‘o Professore Rapl, 
was the treasurer of the Camorra, the 
owner of gambling houses in Rome, Paris, 
and Ostend. He established the Circolo 
Mezzogiorno, an aristocratic club in Naples, 
ana forced the Duca di Noia to become its 
President. There many young men of the 
nobility » ruined and forced to borrow 
inoney Alfano, who ioaned at usury. 
In his youth Rapi hua taught school] in 
the }forta Capuana District. His original 
name was ‘* Rapa,’’ but as this word in 
Italian means ‘‘turnip”’’ and his pupils 
made fur of him, he changed it to Rapi. 
When he became exhausted with his 

recital, Abbatemaggio asked Commenda- 
tore Bianchi, the President of the court, 
for a postponement of the sitting, saying 
that he was suffering from an injured 
toot. He promised that he would tell to- 
morrow how he became acquainted with 
all the secrets of the Camorra. 

The excitement, which throughout had 
been intense, now broke all bounds. The 
prisoners jumped to their feet and shook 
iheir fists at the witness. Rapi called out: 
“It is not your foot from which you suf- 
fer: it is fear.’ 

Nicola Morra exclaimed: “I never saw 
@ greater crowd.” ? 

‘* He isn’t a man; ne isa phonograph,” 
cried Enrico Alfano, alias ‘* Erricone, 
the chief of the Camorra, alluding to a 
report that a German company had urged 
Abbatemaggio to permit records of his 
testimony to be taken, 

De Marinis shouted: ‘“‘ The phonograph 
begins to be out of tune.”’ : 

Abbatemaggio was then led out oy &@ 
strong guard, followed by the curses of 
the prisoners, 

Abbatemaggio, in the last three days, 
has received many letters and telegrams 
congratulating him upon his confession; 
he has also been the recipient of many 
threats. A telegram from Venice assured 
him of devoted admiration of a woman 
whose name betrays her nationality as 
not Italian. She urges the penitent Ca- 
morrista to fly to her as soon as he is 
free. 

Other communications are less flatter- 
ing, and some set forth in unpleasant de- 
tail what is in store for one who violates 
his oath as a member of “the Beautiful 
Reformed Society.’’ ° 

The oath is this: ‘'I swear on my honor 
to be faithful to the Camorra, as the Ca- 
morra is faithful to me. Ags my flesh is 
now burned and a drop of my blood is now 
spilt, so may all my body be consumed and 
all my bleod ‘shed if I ever break faith 
with or leave the Camorra.” 

A few correspondents seem bent on 
making sport of the situation. Then there 
are the inevitable theatrical propositions. 
One, who describes himself as ‘* San 
Charno,’’ an agent at Milan of arn Amer- 
ican theatrical house, offers the informer 
$200 a day for the privilege of exhibiting 
him in the United States. This impressed 
Abbatemaggio, who exclaimed: 

‘Wouldn't it be funny if after being 
shut in a cage like a bird I were to go to 
America to become a lion.” 


Continuing his statement yesterday, Ab- 
batemaggzio demonstrated the motive 
which actuated the murder of Gennaro 
Cuocolo and Maria Cutinelli, his wife, the 
first in Cupa Calastro, at Torre del Greco, 
and the second at their apartment on the 
fifth floor of 4 Via Nardones, Naples, on 
June 5, 1906. 

To-day he will describe how the double 
crime was committed and how the prop- 
eriy taken from the apartment was dis- 
posed of. 

Accordiag to his confession, published 
in the Magazine Section of THB NEw 
YcorK Times of March 12, 1911, on two 
occasions Cuocolo had attempted to divert 
the booty of robberies to himself, once at 
Chiatamone, on Aug. 7, 1905, and again 
on the Ponte di Chiaia, On the latter oc- 
casion he caused the arrest of Luigi 
Arena by denouncing him to the Questu- 
ra, or national police. 

Arena was shut up in Lampedusa Prison. 
His sister, Concetta, wrote to Enrico Al- 

no, alias ‘‘ Erricone,’’ the head of the 
Camorra, denouncing Cuocolo’s action 
in causing her brother’s arrest. Arena 
himself wrote to Gennaro de Marinis, alias 
‘**'so Mandriere,”’ to the same effect. As 
no notice seemed to be taken of these let- 
ters, Arena again wrote, insisting that the 
vendetta be pronounced on Cuocolo for 
his treason to the Camorra. All this hap- 
pened in April, 1906. 

On May 26 the court of the Camorra 
assembled at the Aida Tavern in Bag- 
noli. This court consisted of two Camor- 
risti from each of the twelve districts of 
Naples. Cuocolo was sentenced to death, 
and the same sentence was passed upon 
his wife lest she should reveal her hus- 
band’s murderers. 

The sentences were executed on June 
5 under the direction of Ferdinando de 
Matteo, following out plans made by Naz- 
-zareno di Martire and Gennaro de Mari- 
nis. According to Abbatemaggio, the ac- 
tive principals in the murder of Cuocolo 
were Nicola Morra, Corrado Sortino, An- 
tonio Cerrato, (known in the confession 
as Totonno Mezanpalla,) and Mariano di 
vaiennaro, While Sortino with Giuseppe 
Salvi killed his wife. It was di Gennaro 
who is said to have informed Alfano of 
the first murder, where the head of the 
Camorra was dining with his brother 
(jro, Gennaro Ibelll, and Giovanni Rapi 
at the inn of Mimi a Mare, about 200 
yards from the Cupa, or lane, where the 
tragedy was committed.

pened at Torre de! Greco,} he made an 
appointment with him for 18 o’clock (1 
o'clock P. M.,) at the Caffe Fortunio. 
After this de Matteo met di Gennaro at 
the Caffe Romanfiello and together they 
went to the Piazza .della Borsa, where 
they awaited the others. They then went 
to the watchmaker, Luigi Amato, a re- 
ceiver and purchaser of stolen goods. 

To him they offered the earrings and 
breastpin for 118 Hre, ($28.60). Thence 
they went in separate carriages to the 
tavern of Brecce di Pasquale, a well- 
known Camorra resort, for they could 
not make a division in the Ponte di 
Santo Severino. At the tavern each re- 
ceived 153 lire. 

In the meantime Erricone, with his 
brother Ciro, de Marinis, and Gennero Ibelll, 
awaited de Matteo at the Caffe Fortunto. 
At 14 o’clock (2 o'clock P. M.,) tired with 
waiting, all left but Erricone and his 
brother. At 15 o’clock de Matteo arrived and 
aeked Erricone how they should dispose of 
the Government bonds. He recommended 
that they sell them to Andreuccio Attasio, 
a Cemorrista. Before they separated they 
matic an appointment for 16 o’clock at the 
Caffe Fortunto.

EXPECT PEACE IN 90 DAYS. 


Maderos Say Limantour Is Carrying 


Out Plans Agreed On to That End. 
Special to The New York Times. 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, March 28.— 
Members of the family of Francisco I. 
Madero, leader of the Mexican insur- 
rectos, were in conference here to-day, 
and it was amnounced by Gustavo Ma- 
dero, who said he spoke for his father, 
Francisco Madero, Sr., that peace might 
be expected in Mexico In the next ninety 
days. At the conference were Francisco 
Madero, Sr., and his sons, Gustavo and 
Alfonso, and several other persons who 
are said to be identified with the insur- 
rection movement in Mexico. Francisco 
I. Madero, it was declared, was not pres- 
ent during the conference, and his broth- 
er Gustavo said that he had not been 
heard from, by letter or otherwise, in 
eighteen days. 

In his talk with the reporters Gustavo 
Madero said that the recent resignation 
of the Diaz Cabinet was one of the con- 
ditiong agreed upon at a conference in 
New York, in which Mr. Limantour rep- 
resented the Diaz administration anad 
resented the Diaz administration and 
said that Sefior de la Barra, recently Am- 
bessador to Washington, will not be Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs very long, and 
added that when de la Barra gave up 
that office Sefior Limantour would resign 
as Finance Minister to become Minister 
of Foreign Affairs. 

‘** Peacé,’’ said Gustavo Madero, “is be- 
ing arranged, and may be expected in 
ninety days, or even in thirty days, if the 
negotiations now under way progress sat- 
isfactorily. As a result of the New York 
conference, in which Mr. Limantour and 
my father met, the plan as mapped out 
then is being carried out. Mr. Limantour 
has already accomplished the first step 
in that part of the programme that was 
intrusted to him, which was the resigna- 
tion of the unpopular Diaz Cabinet.’’ 

At this point Senor Madero paused to 
remark that under no conditions would 
the insurrectos lay down their arms while 
the peace negotiations were in progress. 
The insurrectos, he said, might disperse, 
but in no circumstances would a single 
man among them give up his gun. 

‘‘T cannot say at this time,’’ added Gus- 
tavo Madero, ‘exactly how the peace 
negotiations will be carried out, but 
can say this: My father will not leave 
American soil.”’ 

‘* Does that mean,’’ he was asked, ‘“‘ that 
some official of the Mexican Govern- 
ment, vested with power to act for the 
Diaz administration, will come to San 
Antonio to negotiate with the insurrecto 
leaders? ”’ 

Madero shrugged his shoulders. re 
can’t talk of that,’’ he said.

“What are the terms on which the in- 


Surrectos are willing to talk permanent 
peace with the Government?” he was 
asked. 

“A free, fair, honest election of a Presi- 
dent and the passage of a law prohibit- 
ing the re-election to office of Federal of- 
ficlails are two of the most important,” 
he replied. 

“Are the insurrectos tess to make 
peace with President Diaz still In office? ’’ 

‘* Gen. Diaz can still be President while 
negotiations are on, and still be harmless. 
We all know that he is very old, and also 
very proud.’’ 

“By that do you mean that President 
Diaz will be allowed to retire, gracefully?’”’ 

‘Yes, that is about right. The proper 
man in the Vice Presidency and the right 
kind of Ministers could handle the situa- 
tion pending a new national election. 
When I say the proper man in the Vice 
Presidency I do not refer to Ramon Cor- 
ral, who must resign.’’ 

“ Assuming Sefior Corral’s resignation,” 
it was then asked, ‘‘ who would be a Vice 
Sy ae acceptable to the revolution- 
sts?’’ 

‘“Sefior Limantour would be such a 
man,’’ said Sefior Madero. ‘*‘ He would be 
entirely acceptable. He will be Minister 
of Foreign Affairs when Corral resigns, 
for under the Mexican Constitution, when 
the Vice Presidency becomes vacant 
through resignation or death, the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs acts as Vice Presi- 
dent pending a new election. That is why 
de la Barra will not be Minister of For- 
eign Affairs very long.’ 

“Speaking of Sefior de la Barra, will 
you or your father see him when he 
passes through San Antonio this week on 
his way to Mexico?” 

‘‘ No, we are not going to worry about 
him. We are dealing with bigger men.’’ 

Sefior Madero then reverted to the fate 
of Diaz in the event all that he was say- 
ing did, in fact, take place.

‘No, that Is not right,’’ he answered, 
after a pause; “ dollars are not patriotic, 
and dollars are without heart.”’ 

‘Will your brother, Francisco, come to 
San Antonio within a day or two?” he 
was asked.

“Will all the negotiations be conducted 
outside of Mexico? ’”’ 

‘* Yes, they will all be conducted in the 
United States.”’ 

Mr Madero said, however, that the 
negotiators for the revolutionists were not 
afraid to go into Mexico.

SIGNIFICANCE OF WAR GAME. 


Taft Satisfies Senators as to Need of 
Our Army on the Border. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 28. — President 
Taft to-day laid the real significance of 
the so-called manoeuvres in Texas before 
four Republican Senators of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations. The informa- 
tion the President gave to the Senators had 
nothing to do with “ war games” and the 
like, but consisted of reports on the in- 
ternal condition of Mexico. This informa- 
tion was of so convincing a character that 
the four Senators before leaving expressed 


to the President their opinion that he had 
taken a wise precautiona step in send- 
ing the army within striking distance of 
the border.

The Senators who visited the 
House by the President’s invitation this 
morning were Mr. Cullom, Chairman of 
the committee; Mr. Clark of Wyoming, 
Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts, and Mr. 
Smith of Michigan. 

In his request for their presence the 
President gave each of these Senators a 
different reason for the summons, but 
once they were within his office he talked 
to them plainly emough and convinced 
them of the correctness of his deductions. 

Of the Republican side of the committee 
as it now stands, this conference leaves 
in doubt only the position of Senators 
Root and Frye. Several days ago a report 
was heard here indicating that Mr. oot 
was not certain of the wisdom of the 
course pursued by the President, but that 
information is unofficial. The important 
art played by Mr. Root in Latin-Amer- 
ean affairs while he was Secretary of 
State makes his opinion valuable, while 
his support would make the position of 
the Administration almost unassailable 
on the floor of the Senate. 

The most striking tndication of the na- 
ture of the reports presented to the Sena- 
tors by the Fresident is the fact that this

ZAMACONA ACCEPTS POST. 


BERLIN, March 28.—Manuel de Zama- 
cona e Inclan, the Mexican financial agent 
at London, who has been in Berlin for 
some days, expressed himself to-night as 
highly gratified at his appointment as 


Mexican Ambassador to the United States. 
He will proceed to London to-morrow, and 
will leave for Washington at the earliest 
possible moment. In an interview the 
Ambassador made the following state- 
ment: 

‘‘T have accepted the Embassy at Wash- 
ington, to which city I will return with 
the greatest pleasure. I was partly edu- 
cated in the United States and spent sev- 
eral years in Washington. AS a young 
man I commenced my career there. I 
have many friends in Washington, and 
shall be glad to be among them again. 

‘‘ With regard to the programme of the 
Mexican Cabinet I cannot say anything. 
It will be placed before the public at the 
opening of Congress on April 1. The 
change in the Cabinet has undoubtedly 
occurred in accordance with public opin- 
ion, and has evoked most favorable com- 
ment throughout the country generally. 

‘‘ With reference to the reported upris- 
ing exaggerated accounts have reached 
Europe, but a friend of mine, who re- 
turned from Mexico a few days ago, in- 
formed me that everything was quiet, and 
that he had not seen anything of the 
revolution. Another feature indicating 
that the reports of unrest have been over- 
estimated is the fact that the railroad 
earnings in Mexico have considerably in- 
creased recently. In my opinion events 
are tending to general peace. 

‘‘I do not know the exact date on which 
I shall proceed to Washington, as I have 
to settle ~~ affairs in ondon before 
leaving.

yesterday. The Mayor refused to accept 
ther ¢hallenge. : 
Mayor Gaynor was informed that Mag- 
istrate Corrigan intended to make an ad- 
dress“on ‘“‘ Present Police Conditions” at 
the Gity Cleb on Saturday afternoon, and 
hewas asked to s2ppear either in person or 
send a representative to present his side 
ofthe question, 

The Mayor wrote to Secretary Birked 
of.the City Club informing him that the 
condition of his throat precluded him from 
speaking ané that he did not care to have 
atiy Gtie take up the defense of his admin- 
istration. Upon being informed of the 
Mayor's refusel, Magistrate Corrigan said 
he would go ahead and make his address 
anyway. He said he had much valuable 
data relating to police conditions and 
theught he would be able to produce some 
surprises. He mifmated that he would go 
much more inte détaiis than in his letter 
of last week. 

Lawyer George Gordon Batile, who has 
beenwengagéed to conduct the investigation 
before the Grand Jury on behalf of the 
District Attorney's office, had a long con- 
ference yesterday with District Attorney 
Whitman afid his assistant, Frank Moss, 
and Judge O'Sullivan of General Sessions. 
When the conference was over Mr. Battle 
announced that the Grand Jury would 
actively begin its investigation to-morrow. 

‘The Grand Jity is so occupied with 
other matters,” safd Mr. Battle, “‘ that it 
‘will.not be able to begin the police in- 
vestigation vumetil Thunsday. Subpoenas 
will probably be issued for witnesses to- 
day: This investigation is not intended to 
| be“a sensational procedure. We are sim- 
\ply going te investigate conditions. 
’ Charges have been made that the Police 
| Department is in a chaotic state, and that 
crime is rampant. After we have inves- 
tigated these charges it will be time 
enough to tell what will be done. 


Scepe of the Inquiry. 


“The investigation will be thorough, 
‘but.just how far it will extend I cannot 
say at presa@pt. Neither can I tell who 
will be subpoenaed. That will have to be 
decided as we go along. We will first 
corsider all the documentary evidence we 
are able to gather and try to get evidence 
on which we can take some action. When 
we'have concluded our inquiry into the 
condition of the Police Department we 
will inquire into conditions around the 
city.”’ 

Mr. Battle said that the investigation 
would probably extend into conditions in 
the department as far back as last Sum- 
mer. One of the first witnesses. he said, 
would probably be Magistrate Corrigan. 
When the Battie-Whitman conference was 
ever Magistrate Corrigan called on the 
District Attorney, and the two had a long 
talk, When it was over Magistrate Cor- 
rigan said he had called to inform the 
District Attorney that he was ready to 
appear before the Grand Jury at any 
time.

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LAWYER COWAN REPROVED. 


Court Denies $6,250 Fee-Out of $7,000 
Estate and Orders Money Returned. 


Supreme Court Justice McCall denied 
yesterday an application made by Sidney 
J. Cowan, a lawyer, for an allowance of 
$6,250 for services as committee of the 
person and property of Miss Dunn, an in- 
competent, with an estate worth about 
$7,000, and directed him to return to the 
estate the $10 a month he has been re- 
ceiving since 1904 and $489 which Justice 
McCall says was improperly expended. 

Justice McCall also denied Cowan's ap- 
plication for the removal of Gilbert H. 
Montague as special guardian and com- 
mended Montague for his services. 

Lawyer Cowan’s controversy with Miss 
Dunn's special guardian led him to maké 
charges against Montague with the Dis- 
trict Attorney and the Bar Association. 
The charges were dismissed and last 
January Cowan made charges against 
District Attorney Whitman to Gov. Dix, 
alleging that Whitman had been derelict 
in not prosecuting Montague. Gov. Dix 
called the charges ‘“ frivolous”’ and dis- 
missed them. 

Cowan was appolnted committee for 
Miss Dunn in 1881. At that time Miss 
Dunn had six or seven thousand dollars 
in cash and securities and considerable 
valuable real estate, according to an ac- 
counting made by Cowan in 1883. 

“ Beginning with the accounting in 1883 
and up to and embracing the date that 
is before us the corpus of the estate 
steadily shrunk until at this date all 
that is left is of the approximate value 
of $7,000," says Justice McCall. ‘‘ There 
is no necessity for unwise, unnecessary 
proceedings leading to burdensome and 
unwarranted expenditures which so ies- 
sened the estate that the corpus is but as 
I have stated.”’ 

Justice McCall also refused to refund 
to Cowan $545 he had surcharged on a 
previous accounting. In regard to Mr. 
Montague. who was appointed two years 
ago to look after Miss Dunn's interests, 
Justice McCall said: 

“Instead of inflicting any punishment 
upon, or in the slightest degree reflecting 
adversely upon the special guardian's ac- 
tion in this case, this court wants to com- 
mend his most earnest devotion to his 
work that has marked his entire line of 
conduct. and to uphold in every way his 
every act, which seems only to have been 
prompted by a keen and sensitive ap- 
preciation that a faithful performance of 
his duties could be practically his only re- 
ward.’’

NEAR DANGER POINT 


Rainfall Short for a Year and 
Famine May Come If Dry 
Weather Continues. 








HEAVY RAINS NEEDED NOW 





Eighteen or Twenty Inches Necessary 
Within Two Weeks to Assure Safety 
—Endeavoring to Prevent Waste. 





Unless there is @ really heavy rainfali 
lasting for several days within the next 
ten days Manhattan and the Bronx are 
likely to suffer from a shortage of water. 
For months now the precipitation has 
been far behind the average, and what 
has come down, according to [Water 
Supply Commissioner Thompson, has 
fallen in such a fashion that it has been 
of comparatively little good for enforcing 
the water supply. 

‘‘“We need,’ he sald yesterday, “a 
fortnight’s good rain, with a precipitation 
of from 18 to 20 inches. A week, with an 
average fall of two inches a day, would, 
perhaps, be enough, but if we do not get 
that we shall be in @ serious condition. 
At present we have twelve days’ supply 
in store, but that is very much below 
what we should have at this season of 
the year. Last year at this time there 
were ninety thousand million gallons in 
our reservoirs; to-day we have only one- 
third as much. We are taking steps to 
prevent all unnecessary waste. 

‘“We are not using any water now for 
flushing the streets and other public pur- 
poses, and I am delaying turning on the 
fountaing in the parks and squ4res cn 
account of the lack of water. The de- 
partment is also making a house-to-house 
inspection through the boroughs and is 
carrying on a systematic campaign by 
means of pitometers and by restricting 
permits for the use of water to the most 
necessary uses to prevent all wasta.’’

He accompanied his resig- 
nation with a statement-to the press, at- 
tacking the present administration of the 
local branch cf the State CentroHer’s of- 
fice. 

When Witttam Sohmer. succeedéd t‘lark 
) Williams, the. former Superintendent. of 
Banks, as Siate Controller, he requested 
that the State Transfer Tax, Appraisers 
be removed trom the classified lists of 
the..ciyil service. He ‘called attention to 
the. fact that they had been piaced under 
that protection without being obliged to 
pass examinaticns. ‘This request and the 
fuct that the new Deputy Controller ap- 
pointed by Mr. Sohmer took active charge 
of the management of the office, in which 
Mr. Yereance and his tellow appraisers 
had hitherto been. supreme, caused tric- 
tion. 

The situation was brought to a head 
‘when the work of the appraisers was of- 
ficially criticised ” Surrogate Cohalan. 
Many of these criticisms antedated the 
election, but on March 8&8 last, the Sur- 
rogate rejected the reports of the Ap- 
praisers in the ecstates of John Stewart 
Kennedy aud Alibert Friedlander. 

The report cn the estate of Mr. Fried- 
lander was prepared by Chairman Yere- 
ance himself. The, Surrogate criticised 
Mr. Yereance’s action in accepting with- 
cut sufficient proof a statement of Mr. 
Friedlander’s debts, “which he deducted 
from the amount upon whieh the State 
might levy the inheritance tax. He said: 

The appraiser reports the debts of the 

decedent at S185,955, but he does not state 
how he arrives at this amount. His report 
should show the various items of indebted- 
ness which he allows as a deduction from 
the decedent's estate. 

_The Surrogate also criticised the laxity 
of the Appraiser in estimating the vaiue 
of Mr. Friedlander's merchandise and in 
investigating alleyged' transfers made by 
Mr. Friedlander in anticipation of death. 

It was remarked yesterday that Mr. 
Yereance had not vet filed his revised 
report on the estate df Mrs. Caroline W. 
Astor. The Surrogate refused to sign nis 
original report, though he wes urged that 
his signature was mandatory. The matter 
Was taken to the Appellate Divisicn of 
the Supreme Court, which unanimously 
upheld the Surrogate’s action. This fixed 
the precedent on which the Surrogate has 
since rejected a number of appraisals. 

The report on the estate of Mrs. Astor, 
as originally filled by Mr. Yereance, 
caused a great deat of astonishment at 
the time. Hangings in the dining room of 
the woman, who had been a leader of New 
York society, were appraised as practical- 
ly valueless. Gilt chairs were rated at 
$1.75 apiece. Hangings in the grand re- 
ception room were put down at $10. The 
Astor grand piano was appraised at $100. 
The silverware was appraised at $6,500,

In’ his statement about his resignation 
Mr. Yereance said: ; 

“T am not williug longer to continue 
with the conditions which now exist and 
be held by the bar responsible for the 
administration of the office. oyer whose 
conditions I have no control.” 

He charged Deputy Controller Har- 
burger with having decreased the effi- 
ciency of the office and objected to re- 
ports of appraisals being made public 
through that official. Mr. Yereance alsv 
charged that a clerk in the office was 
promoting the business of a certain firm 
of realty brokers and appraisers. He also 
objected to the proposed removal of the 
office of the appraisers from 128 to 1605 
Broadway and to the increased rental 
which the change would necessitate. 


PACKERS FIGHT TRUST LAW. 
Invalid, They Say, Because It Fails to 
Define Offense They’re Accused Of. 


CHICAGO, March 2&.—Attorneys for ten meat 
packers, indicted on a charge of having violated 
the Sherman anti-trust law, to-day indicated 
that they would attack the validity of the law 
in a demurrer to the indictments before United 
States District Judge Carpenter on April 8. 

The packers’ counsel provided Government at- 
'torneys with the points to be raised in the de- 
|} murrer. Of nine counts two are directed at the 
jlaw. In their information the attornevs allege 
that the act of Congress, with the violation of 
the packers are charged, ‘‘ does not 
any crime, as it does not define any 
offense against the United States with suf- 
ficient certainty to inform the defendants of 
the nature of the offence, or crime, with which 
they are charged, and the same itn so far as it 
undertakes to create a crime is invalid, void, 
and contrary to the Constitution of the United 
States. ] 

‘* The description of the offense on which the 
indictments are based is not one by which these 
defendants were, or are, able to know in ad- 
vance whether the acts charged were, or are, 
criminal or not, and so is invalid.’’ 

The other seven points in the information are 
confined to technical objections to the indict- 
ments themselves.

ANNE HUTCHINSON TABLET 


To be Erected in Pelham Bay Park by 
| ‘Colonial Dames of New York. 


Readers of THE TIMES who remember 
its advocacy in 1904 of the erection of 
some suitable memorial in honor of Anne 
Hutchinson will be glad to hear that the 
Colonial Dames of New York are about 
to dedicate, to her, near the scene of her 
death in Pelham Bay Park, a bronze tab- 
let-with an appropriate inscription. The 
tablet will b2 placed on Split Rock, a 
large natural bolder split in two parts, 
probably by the action of frost, possibly 
aided by the growth of a good-sized tree, 
whose stump is still in the crevice. 

Mrs. Hutcninson’s house stood south of 
the rock near the bank of the river, 
which still bears her name. 

The tablet will be dedicated with ap- 

propriate ceremonies on Wednesday, May 
5, when addresses will be made by Joseph 
Choate and possibly ex-President Eliot 
of ‘Harvard. 
- Originally suggested by an article pub- 
lished by THE TIMBEs, July 17, 1904, and 
a(divocated in an editorial two days later, 
the idea was adopted by J. Edward Weld 
of this city, a lineal descendant of Jo- 
seph Weld. of Roxbury, Mass., in whose 
house Mrs. Hutchinson was incarcerated 
previous to her banishment. Mr. Weld 
suggested that the memorial should be 
erected by the descendants of the per- 
scutors of Mrs. Hutchinson, as a sort of 
a:onement for the sins of their ancestors. 
Nothing camé of it until the matter was 
taken up by the Colonial Dames of New 
York. 


Anne Hutchinson was far above most 
women in the.accident of birth. Through 
the Blounts, Counts of Guisnes in Nor- 
inandy, she was directly descended from 
Charlemagne through Judith, daughter of 
his grandson, Charles le Chauve, (the 
Bald,) who married Baldwin I., the first 
Count of Flanders. The same family 
linked her with Spanish royalty, for a 
later ancestor, Sir Walter Blount, so pom- 
inent/in the first part of Shakespeare’s 
“King Henry IV.,’’ who was slain at 
the battle of Shrewsbury, in whicn thlenry 
IV. overthrew Harry Hotspur and his 
allies, married Donna Sancha de Ayala, 
of one of the most illustrious houses in 
Spain; descended from Don Vela, infante 
of Aragon, to whose son, Don Sancho Ve- 
lasques, Alfonsv VI., King of Castile, 
gave the lordship of Ay&Ala in 1074. 

Mrs. Hutchinson was descended alsvu 
from Lord Robert Fitz-Walter, ‘* Mar- 
shal of the Army of Gud and Holy 
Church,’ leader of the Barons who forced 
Magna Charta from King John vf Kunny- 
mede. Perhaps some of the spirit of this 
ancestor possesse her when she con- 
tended with the Puritans of Boston for 
liberty of speech, of thought, and of con- 
science, 

Both of these connections were on the 
side of her father, the Rev. Francis Mar- 
bury, who was rector of several churehes 
im London. 

Tnough we know little of her education, 
we may be assured that it was commen- 
Surate with her birth, her station in life, 
and her surroundings, for at least three 
of her brothers were graduates of Ox- 
ford. She was the intimate friend of 
John Cotton, the talented rector of St, 
Botolph’s, and it was chiefly through his 
influence that she came to the New 
World. Even her enemies praised her 
good deeds and her “ profitable and sober 
carriage,’ and none ever spoke aught 
agaist her character. Winthrop credits 
her with a ‘ready wit,’ Cotton Mather, 
in ‘‘ Magnalia Christi.” calls her a ‘“ gen- 
tlewoman of a haughty carrlage, busy 
spirit, competent wit, and voluble tongue.” 
She exercised such influence in Boston 
that most of the people upheld her in her 
revolt against clerical authority. The Gov- 
_ernor, members of the maxistracy, and of 
jthe general court, scholars and men of 
learning, uccepted her views and en- 
rolled themselves among her followers. 
PD W hy, then, was she denounced as the 
‘American Jezabel,”’ cast out from the 
Church, and driven contumeliouslv into 
the wilderness? The answer is simple in 
the light of to-day. Many of the Massa- 
chusetts historians now hasten to do jus- 
tice to her whom their fathers ‘de- 
nounced,

As- 
Sistant District Attorney Striker, who 
prosecuted the case, reported the matter 
to District Attornev Whitman, and 
Toledo was indicted. William Morse. one 
of the men who swore falseiy for Toledo, 
contessed, and his partner, Thomas A.

and Mental Incompetency. 





An action has been started in the Su- 
preme Court to revoke the probate of the 
will, made nearly eighteen years ago, of 
Mary Samuels, an old West Indian 
negress, who left the residue of her estate 
to Moray N. Wootton, in whose mother’s 
home she was then employed as a servant, 

Mr. Wootton, individually and as exec- 
utor under the will, is made defendant in 
the action, and the plaintiffs are Erina 
Golden and Elizabeth Samuels, the cousin 
and half-sister of Mary Samuels. They 
live in the little village of Fredericksted 
on the Island of St. Croix, Danish West 
Indies, and each inherited $100 under the 
will. ‘ 

Sullivan & Cromwell of 49 Wall Street 
represent Mr. Wootton, a Boston business 
man, who was hardly more than a bos 
when the will was drawn. The women ol 
St. Croix are represented by Frank LC. Me- 
Kinney of Pine Street, and in his at- 
fidavit accompanying the papers In a mo- 
tion in the case he says: 

Deponent is informed that although Moray 

N. Wootton retained possession of the prop- 

erty ot said Mary Samuels, amounting to 

upward of $5,000, said Mary Samuels was 
ermitted to sicken and die in_ the State 
nstitution for the Insane at Blackwell's 

Island as a charity paticnt. 

Elsewhere it is set torth in the papers 
that Mr. Wootton delayed so lons that 
it was not until after Mr. McKinney 
threatened legal proceedings that he filed 
the will for probate Live years after the 
old servant died, 

Mr. McKinney used to be associated 
with the late Judge James B. Dill, whose 
door was tended for more than fifteen 
vears by Joseph Gerhardt—** Old Joe, 
they call him there—a venerable West In- 
dian, who knows both the St. Croix Wo- 
men. He is still employed in the office 
at 2t Fine Street, and, according to the 
account given there yesterday, he pored 
over The Law Journal for five years 
watching for some nouce of the filing of 
Mary Samuels’s wil. He and his wife 
said they had a claim against the estate 
of some 8400 for services rendered to the 
old woman, and Gerhardt was deeply in- 
terested in the settlement of the estate. 
Not long ago he went with his puzzle to 
Mr. Mckinney, and that is how the pres- 
ent litigation started. 

Fraud, undue influence, and unsound 
mind are set forth in the plaintiffs pa- 
pers as grounds for revoking the probate.

John Daly, holder of the world’s cham- 
pionship title at three-cushion «billiards, 
was again victorious over George W. 
Moore, Chall@iger for the title, in last 
night’s block of fifty points at Doyle’s 
Billiard Academy, West Forty-second 
Street. The score of the second night’s 
Play was 50 to 35 in favor of Daly, and 
the total score for the two blocks already 
played is 100 to 80. Daly gained a five- 
point lead in the opening session Monday 
night, and his additional fifteen-point ad- 
vantage which he gained last night prac- 
tically insures his hold on the title. The 
match will be concluded this evening, and 
according to the form displayed by the 
men in the two blocks already played 
Daly’s twenty-point handicap should give 
him an eas victory. 

The playing last night was far inferior 
to that of the first night, and spectacular 
shots were few. Both men indulged to a 
considerable extent in safety play, Moore 
resorting to this method twenty-three 
times and Daly fourteen. Both had long 
runs without scoring, and only five times 
did either man score more than two points 
i nany one inning. Moore went eighteen 
consecutive innings—from the fifty-sixth 
to the seventy-fourth—without scoring a 
point, and in the next twelve innings he 
scored but two, making a total of thirty 
consecutive innings for only two points. 
Daly collected ten ciphers in succession 
before he scored his first point of the 
game, and he missed twelve times in a 
row after getting ‘his ninety-ninth point 
before he could run out. During this 
eh period Moore gained five points on 

aly. 

A brilliant run of nine by the champion 
in his thirteenth inning was the feature 
of the night’s plas The first shot of the 
run was a well-executed drive which re- 
quired four cushions, and the fourth, sev- 
enth, and ninth were of the same order. 
The fifth and sixth shots were more dif- 
ficult, the second object ball being situ- 
ated almost at the centre of the table on 
each occasion. Daly figured both shots 
accurately, and the cue ball went straight 
to its mark. The other three shots of the 
run were straight three-cushion naturals. 

Moore came within a single point of 
overtaking Daly in the first ten innings, 
getting 4 points in different innings, while 
the champion was obtaining nothing but 
blanks. Just when it seemed that he was 
to be overtaken Daly began to show form, 
and jumped so far ahead that he was 
never seriously threatened during the re- 
mainder of the evening, although Moore 
remained about 5 roints behind for sev- 
eral innings. A natural in his eleventh 
inning put Daly on his stride, and in his 
twelfth attempt he added two more to his 
score. Then came the run of nine, and as 
Moore had drawn blanks during the three 
consecutive finnings Daly jumped his 
lead to 13 points, the figures showing 62 
for the champion and 49 for Moore. 

In the five succeeding innings Daly 
added five to his score, getting two in the 
seventeenth and repeating in the eight- 
eenth, and he lacked only one point of 
having an average of one for the even- 
ing, Moore got only three during the same 
period, and the twentieth inning ended 
with Daly in the lead, 67 to 52. Moore did 
his best playing of the evening in the next 
ten innings. In his twenty-first he made 
his high run—four—and he added as many 
more in three other innings, bringing his 
total up to 25 in thirty innings, and 60 for 
the game. is J scored but once in the ten 
innings, and his lead was reduced to eight 
points, the score standing 68 to 60.

The Commissioner estimates that 40,- 
000,000,000 gallons are now on storage 
in the Croton watershed, a supply that 
would last barely three months. While 
we need not fear a repetition of last 
year’s protracted drought, it will be 
necessary to use water more economi- 
cally. If all persons whom the Com- 
missioner’s appeal reaches will try not 
to waste water it is likely that we shall 
escape a famine.

THE EFFICIENCY DEBATE. 

The newspapers’ reported yesterday 
the joint debate before the Hconomic 
Club upon the efficiency method of ad- 
ministering labor. Each speaker rep- 
resented a class, but the interest of the 
community as 2 whole is something dif- 
ferent from the interests of any class, 
and superior to it. The person who is 
neither a@ wage earner nor a capitalist 
malefactor, but a consumer whose in- 
terest lies in getting the most goods for 
the smallest price, disapproves of the 
class attitude, and thinks that the op- 
ponents ought to come together upon a 
more enlightened adjustment of their 
differences. 

The climax of selfishness was shame- 
|'lessly avowed by the spokesmen for the 
labor unions. To censure unintelli- 
gence is something different from cen- 
suring trades Collective 
essential of modern 
methods of large scale production. Be- 


cause division of labor and the use of 


unionism, 
an 


‘machines in large multiples renders in- 
dividual sympathy between employer 
ond employée more difficult than when 
workmen each made a complete article, 
it is necessary that labor and capital 
and 
their respective organizations 
should deal with each other. As the 
matter stands there is no denying that 
capitalist combination in productive 
processes has multiplied all goods so 
that there is a larger distributive share, 
and that it is distributed. Every man 
knows that he enjoys more of the con- 
veniences of life than his father did, and 
knows that he owes this more to capital 
than to labor. Whatever capital’s 
faults this fact is true, and it has not 
been made a fact by labor’s working 
longer hours, or taking less pay. In 
other words labor has contributed less 
than its share, and 
than It is therefore most 
ungracious and repellant to find labor 
assuming an obstructive attitude to- 
ward a proposal to carry this tendency 
further through the application of 
brains to capital, and asking from la- 
bor nothing more than co-operation. 
Its attitude contrasts unfavorably with 
the attitude of capital which is open- 
minded to Mr. of 
albeit a little incredulous. 
The spokesman of railway capital re- 
marked that it alone both paid higher 
wages than railways in foreign coun- 
tries and sold the product at a lower 
price, and that it would introduce effi- 
ciency so far as practicable beyond its 
present employment.

from consumption. Capital is intelli- 
gent enough to know that there never 
can be an overproduction of anything 
which can be sold. Capital sometimes 
limits production, but never where the 
conditions allow of distribution at a 
profit. If capital is to remain solvent 
and pay wages, its costs must be lower 
than its price, and the difference is 
the motive for keeping the wheels mov- 
ing. Capital sometimes strikes where it 
cannot see its profit. But it is a pas- 
sionless strike, and never springs from 
a stupid idea that there can be any 
profit for capital in idleness or restric- 
tion of output. 

On the other hand the policy of the 
unions is to ‘‘ make work,” by Hmiting 
the efficiency of the ablest, and by re- 
fusing to learn the methods which 
would increase the output, and in- 
crease wages, and decrease exertion. 
Labor through the words of its spokes- 
men rejected the idea as something 
designed somehow to make an unjusti- 
fied profit at the expense of labor. The 
policy of unionism which limits produc- 
tion, or which refuses to accept an in- 
crease of wages as a motive to increase 
of production, is contrary to the in- 
terest of all. It is what labor thinks 
rather than what labor ought to think. 
It is the retention of the methods of 
individual competition in restraint of 
the methods of co-operative production. 
It is a cause for indignation and sur- 
prise, but not for anger. It is a case 
for education.

were not resorted to, and the failure demands 
an explanation. Why wés no effort made to 
rescue these women, by reaching them from 
the adjoining building, from the windows next 
the burning building, and only one floor lower 
than the ledge cn which these women stood? 

A man standing in that window could have 
thrown a rops to those women, which could 
have been put around them, and which, 
when they jumped, would have prevented their 
falling more than one flight, and in falling they 
would have fallen on a line with the window 
of the adioining building and clear of the 
flames. That this window was accessible was 
shown, as a man later was seen at that win- 
dow by me.

Permit me to say through your columns to 
your Flatbush correspondent, whose letter ap- 
peared in Top Times for March 26, that the 
present appeal of Adelphi College for adequate 
endowments cannot’ in any way prevent or 
hinder the provision of sufficient primery and 
intermediate school bulldings. The latter facili- 
ties are to be furnished, if at all, from the 
public funds by the Board of Education. The 
Brooklyn college is soliciting the interest and 
the donations of private citizens, who believe 
that this great borough should contain an in- 
stitution for collegiate training—a training 
school for leadership, 

Indeed, the campaign for the college will help 
the public schools, The enrichment of Brook- 
lyn’s educational forces at one place and in 
Such a manner will dignify and strengthen the 
whole school system of the borough. A college 
is the proper crown of the primary and sec- 
ondary schools, and it will exert an uplifting 
and vivifying influence upon the whole geries 
of them. 

The Brooklyn teachets need the aid and 
stimulus of a local college, and so do the 
Brooklyn youth. It would be a short-sighted 
policy that would neglect one factor in the 
educational system merely because another one 
also needs attention, The elements of such a 
System should be simultaneously developed. 
The broad view must include plans for wholes 
—not fragments, 

Your correspondent is too pessimistic about 
the student material in the Brooklyn high 
schools. We of Adelphi College know that the 
Brooklyn high school ‘graduate is admirably 
prepared for collegiate instruction, and is of 
the very best student quality. We also know 
that nearly 1,000 such students are prepared 
for college in Brooklyn every year who can 
not afford to enter college unless they can 
also live at home. There is not in the United 
States another such ,opportunity for effective 
educational beneficence on a large scale as 
that which is offered in the appeal of Adelphi 
College in Brooklyn.

THE ORGANIZED MILITIA. 











Transient Residence and Trade Condi- 
tions Explain Scarcity of Recruits. 


J'a the Editor of The New York Times: 

From what waik in life must the vast major- 
Ity“of the organized militia be drawn? We do 
not have to give this much thought, for it Is 
apparent these men must come from the 
masses; that is, the followers of the different 
trades, and those who are classed as unskilled 
labor, such as.the employes of the street rail- 
Wiys, €2 press companies, large mercantile es- 
tablishments, &c. We find they dwell in flats 
in the city, or in the Bronx, and experience 
has taught us that a large percentage do not 
remain in any one locality during a five-year 
term of enlistment. 

Vhat deductions cen we meke from the 
above? That, broadly speaking, the men who 
make up, or should make up, our citizen 
soldiery do a full day’s and often more than 
a full day’s work at their respective cailings, 
frequently the task of earning a living keeping 
them occupied between 7 and 8 o’clock in the 
evening. This means that with the fll re- 
alization of the fact that the orzanized militia 
is now a part ef the national military orguni- 
zation and that faithful of aj] 
duties will be exacted, no man will enlist with- 
out mature deliberation. 

The problem admits of two solutions: one, 
some form of compulsory service, which at 
this time seems impossible; the other, make the 
term of enlistment threo years, and pay the 
men The total pay per mén per year need 
not be great, but must be sufficient to defray 
car fare to &nd from the Armory vwnd to reim- 
burse a man for any loss of time from his 
regular vocation sustained because of military 
service. 

As ccnditions are at present, what can we 
offer a man to acctept a noncommissioned 
officer’s warrant other than a certainty of a 
severe examination and a great increase in che 
time required to be given to the organization 
to hold his warrant? Is the honor commen- 
surate with the sacrifice? For an answer, ask 
any company commander if his men are striv- 
ing to earn these cnevrons. 

National or State legisintion along these lines 
will fill all organizations to their maximum 
strength, hold practically every man during 
his entire term of enlistment, and bring the 
Guard up to that point in efficiency of which 
all of us dream but few expect to witness.

cation. He received on Monday a letter 
from Mr. Aldcroftt accepting his resigna- 
tion, but expressing regret at having to 
do so. After saying goodbye yesterday 
in an informal little ceremony to the fifty 
cadets aboard the schoolship, which has 
been lying at the foot of East. Twenty- 
fourth Street, Commander Everhart 
packed his effects and left the ship. 

Commander Everhart gave as his reason 
for resigning from the Nautical School 
the fact that he had filled out the three 
years which, at the request of the late 
Admiral Erben, he had agreed to serve.

| MEAT SLUMPS ALSO 





Break in the Egg Corner Led the 
Way and the Butchers 
Lost Business. * 





PUBLIC EATING LESS MEAT 





Packers Slash Prices, but Retailers in 
Dull Days Can’t Keep Pace—Vegeta- 
bles and Dairy Foods More Used. 





Prices of all staple foods are down. 
They were about as low yesterday, and 
had been for a week, as at any period 
before the marking up which put the cost 
of living, dating from about last Sept. 
i5 until the break of the Winter, higher 
than ever it had been before. 

Everything has followed the drop in the 
price of eggs. It has been told how the 
speculators tried. to run a corner in them 
by piling them into cold storage and how 
they met a Waterloo when the time came 
for them to put the storage eggs on the 
markét. Egg prices broke just in half 
and stayed there. Butter came tumbling 
after, with a decline to this time of about 
30 per cent., and then provisions and 
meats fell heavily. More of the declines 
were the ordinary readjustments of busi- 
ness, which might have moved them down 
on a gradual scale. They were arbitrary, 
panicky, in a way. Prices have been 
artificially raised, and when the barriers 
fell the reaction was forcible and sudden. 

There is still a wide discrepancy be- 
tween the wholesale and retail prices, par- 
ticularly in meats. The retail market is 
not actively sensitive in responding to 
falling prices, though being highly sen- 
sitive in responding to rising prices. Yet 
retail prices for all things edible, except 
canned goods, coffee, and tea, which are 
influenced by general markets, are ma- 
terially lower than they have been for 
six months. | 

Wholesale prices of meats reached the 
extreme top level about Sept. 15 of last 
year. There was little change at Christ- 
mas time or for afterward. 


The retailer’s extreme high prices were 
around Christmas time. He was really 
paying a shade less than he had been on 
Thanksgiving, and before, but he had to 
give things a little Christmas rise, ac- 
cording to custom, as people expect to pay 
a little more then.

Wholesale figures used here were given 
to a Timms reporter by the editor of the 
American Meat Trade Journal and were 
compiled from daily returns *n his hands. 

Men in the wholesale trade say the re- 
tail butcher shouldn't be censured for 
not cutting his prices proportionately with 
the wholesale price. . The fact is, he says, 
the meat business has gone to pieces and 
the retail butcher is not selling half as 
much as he did when prices were at the 
top. The packers have been pushing their 
sales to keep stocks clean, and the retailer 
isn't able to keep pace because he can’t 
get his old stocks out of the way fast 
enough, nor can he induce consumers to 
buy more meat, : 

It is commonly said in the trade that 
the public seems to have given over meat 
to something else for the most of its daily 
sustenance. The decline in demand has 
been noticed steadily all Winter, ever 
since the tip-top prices were struck in 
fact, but the real slump began when the 
egg corner was broken and pretty much 
everything in cold storage was turned 
loose on the market. 

The public seemed to stop eating meat 
altogether along about that time. Some 
retail butchers have complained that their 
business fell off 75 per cent. 

What is worrying the meat men most is 
the doubt whether the masses who have 
dropped meat from their dally diet or 


greatly restricted the quantity of it are 
likely to resume their old habits again 
when meat gets cheap enough for them.

LISZT’S ORGAN OWNER HERE. 


Question of Duty on Instrument Three 
Parts American and One Part German. 


Herbert A. Smith, an Englishman, who 
of late has lived In Detroit and who re- 
certly purchased Liszt’s organ, arrived 
in New York yesterday on the Amerika 
and will spend several days here. He left 
the organ at his fatrer’s house, in leeds, 
but intends to bring it to America as soon 
as certain details about the customs can 
be arranged. 

Tha organ, which the famous camposer 
used at Weimar, was originally an Amer- 
ican instrument, made by Clough & War- 
ren Sixty vears ago according to the speci- 
fications of Liszt himself. The instrument 
was often played by Liszt, Schumann, 
and Rubinstein, and it is said to have 
been employed during the rehearsals for 
‘“*Lohengrin,’’ the first performance of 
which took place under Liszt's direction 
in Weimar in 1850. 

From Liszt the organ passed to the 
Princess Wittgenstein, who presented “it 
to the Weimar organist, Gottschlag, from 
whose family it was purchased by the 
present owner. 

There is a nice question involved in the 
matter of duty. The organ has been 
slightly altered and fitted with a new 
keybeard since it left America. Either 
the American customs officials must let 
the organ in free, on the ground that it 
is an American-made article, or else, im- 
posing a duty, they must proclaim it for- 
eign-made. AS a matter of fact, it is 
three parts American and one part Ger- 
man. 

Mr. Smith said yesterday that he had 
received an offer from a museum in Aus- 
tria-Hungary for the instrument, but that 
he preferred to sell it in this country, if 
possible, as the organ is. American. It is 
possible, however, that the organ will 
leave England only to go back to the 
European continent. 


“The Easiest Way” at the Garrick.

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NLATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Handbags and Picsds Are Held Duti- 
able in the Country of Exportation. 


In: overraling claims filed by Samstag & 
Hilder Brothers, the Board of United 
States General Appraisers yesterday laid 
déwn rules to govern the classfication of 
women’s ‘handbags and purses. Jvdge 
Sharretts, who writes the deciston, holds 
that the component material of chief 
value in the articles made of beaded cot- 
ton plates, lined with various materials 
and fitted with metal frames, is afcer- 
tained by determining the relative values 
of the several parts in the country. of, 
exportation, involying the labor cost of 
making such parts, before being incor- 
porated into finished bags and purses. 

The decision hclds that the actual mar- 
ket» value of materials, the product of 
cne country imporied into another coun- 
try, where they become a part of arti- 
eles manufactured therein, and ultimately 
exported therefrom to the United: States, 
is their full value in the condition “as 
found in the completed articles In, the 
country of exportation, and not their cost 
in the country of préd@uction. It is held 
further that covering cotton plates witn 
beads involves the application of labor, 
the cost of which must be apportioned 
equally between the beads and the cot- 
ton. When the value. of the beads so 
found is greater bese that of any other 
material contained: in ~ handbags. and 
purses, the’ fatter are dutiable at 60 per 
eent. ad valkwwrem as articles compvused 
én chief value of beads, 

lt appeared from the testimony ‘that the 
various parts making up the completed 
bags and purges were purchased in dif- 
ferent European. countries. The board 
does not impeach the testimony of a2 nem- 
ber of the firm, giving in. detail the cost 
of the different parts, but the decision 
points out that the statutory requirement 
as to the value of the bags under consid- 
ejation js their value in the country of 
exportation. and not the value of one 
component part in Austria and. of the 
other parts- of the bags in Germany, nor 
is the board concerned with the value 
of the beads as a separate commodity 
only. Judge Sharretts says, that the 
board must find the respective values 
inthe eondition in which they. appear in 
the completed bags. 

The importers relied upon the slaim that 
the articles are manufactures in chief 
value of metal or leather and therefore 
dutiable at 45 per cent., qr at 40 per 
cent. under the provision in the act of 
1909 for ‘bags and pocketbooks.’ The 
decision says that in weighing tne ev i- 
dence, which is described as * unsatis- 
factory,” no other conclusion can be 
reached than that. the- importers have 
failed. to establish by competent proo: 
that - the se gg was impro} perly 
classified by the -Collector as articies 
composed in chief is, oa of beads. 

A protest by Butler Brothers, involving 
the classification of miniature American 
flags made of crepe paper, was decided 
in favor of the importers. The flags 
were fastened to cotton cords or strings. 
The Collector assessed duty at 50 per 
cent. under the silk schedule, whereas 
the importers claimed duty at 30 per 
cent: as “ manufactures of paper. The 
decision grants the reduction to 35 per 
cent., but specifies that the tax shall 
not be less than 5 cents a pound and 10 
per cent. ad valorem under Paragraph 
410. 

if on reliquidating the entry it appears 
that the rate of Bd per cent. is greater 
than the rate of 5 cents a pound and 15 
per cent., the protest is sustained, while 
should it appear that «he rate of oo per 
cent. is not the greater rate, the protest 
fs to beregarded as insufficient.

Metropolitan’s New Business Reached 
the. Limit Allowed by Law. 


life insurance written by the 
tropolitan Life Insurance Company last 
year in addition to its induStrial insurance 
reached $150,000,000, the maximum al- 
lowed uncer the clause of the Armstrong 
insurance laws limiting the amount of 
new insurance which any life insurance 
company of this State could issue in any 
one year. Toward the close of 1910, it 
appears from a statement issued by the 
company yesterday, the Metropolitan Life 
had to cease issuing policies in order to 
keep its business for the year within the 
maximum, 

Last year’s increase brought the out- 
standing ordinary life insurance of the 
Metropolitan Company up to $700,000,000, 
and increased its total insurance, indus- 
trial and other, to $2,215,000,000. In ref- 
erence to the work which the company is 
doing in establishing a tuberculosis sana- 
torium for the use of its employes, it is 
pointed out that 18 per cent. of the deaths 
on which the company pays claims are 
caused by tuberculosis. 

Of the total claims presented to the 
company for~payment in 1910, only one- 
quarter of 1 per cent. was rejected. The 
cash bonuses to be paid during the cur-

“He sat down opposite me at a table, 
and I could see that he was getting nerv- 
ous. I recounted the murder as I had 
seen it in the vision, and I described the 
murderer until finally he exclaimed: ‘It 
was T. 

““* Yes,” I said, ‘it was vou who killed 
her.’ Then he broke down and cried: 
‘This is awful. What shall I do? What 
Shall I do?’ He became so weak that | 
iad to help him to a rocking chair, ana 
after a while he became more calm and 
Seemed to want to unburden his mind. He 
told me that on the day of the murder he 
had been to town and sold some chickens. 
On his return his wife quarreled with him 
over the price he had got. 

“Presently Strong became so enraged 
that he seized the woman and choked her 
until she was insensible. ‘ Then, fearing 
that she would recover and tell the neigh- 
bors, he said he dragged her into a shed, 
where he battered her face with a hoe 
until he was sure she was dead. Then he 
composed the body and went to notify the 
neighbors that he had found his wife 
murdered.”’ 

Strong was arrested as he left Mrs. 
Edler’s booth.

They Are Awarded at Her Club for 
Suffrage Posters and Sculpture.

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Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont presided at the 
meeting of the Artists’ League at her 
Thirty-fourth Street Club last evening and 
awarded prizes for the best suffrage post- 
ers and sculpture. C. M. Sax received S850 
for the first poster prize; Miss Rosamond 
smith, $26 for the second, and Mitchell 
Loek, $5 for the third. Mrs. Myra M. 
Carr received $50 for the first sculpture 
prize, and Miss Blanca Will $25 for the 
second. 

Young Mr. Sax's poster was painted in 
oil and showed a man painfully carrying 
a heavy load on his back, and the addi- 
tional burden of an idle woman perched 
on that. The sentiment was expressed in 
-the words: 

“A load too great for man alone to bear; 
set woman free, she longs to do her 
share.”’ 

The second poster showed a woman at 
a wasrhtub and a man, with his feet on a 
table, beside her, saying, as he reads of 
“Votes for Women,” ‘‘ What! My wife 
degrade herself to vete?” ‘The third 
shcws a baby and a young child, each 
locking te the mother for help. while a 
grown man at the ballot thrusts back a 
gray-haired woman, saving, ‘‘Keep out.’’ 

The first sculpture prize shows a man 
and woman standing tog@ther at the top 
of a steep ascent, which men are climbing 
on one side by means of carefully cut 
Steps, while women drag themselves up 
on the other, precipitous, side. The sec- 
ond prize went to a simple two-figure 
piece, “Man and Woman.” 

John Alexander, the artist, ad- 
dressed the students and told them of the 
necessity for each artist to be individual 
in his work, and that composition was 
the great point in every picture. He said 
there was a prejudice in this country as 
in no other against the artist, and told a 
story to illustrate it. An old woman was 
told of two boys she had known that one 
was doing well and kept a shop while the 
other had gone to Paris and become an 
artist. ‘‘ Dear! dear!’ she said of the 
latter. “‘And his father was such a fine 
man!’
